IE first woman to apply for admission to a 


seat in the British house of lords has re- 


ceived a turn-down. The lords, always conser- 
vative, evidently don't give a hang for the en- 
franchisement of women in Great Britain. Not 
10 in the house of commons, where there arc al- 
ready two women members—or is it three? 
The difference, one suspects, is that in the house 
Ihf members are subject to the votes of the peo- 
ple Women are, voters, and there arc more wo- 
men than men in Great Britain. The house of 
commons is solicitous of the good opinion of the 
women of the country. But the lords are dif- 
ferent. They take their seats by birth or the fav- 
or of the king, and they cannot be deprived of 
them. Consequently it is np surprise that the 
house of lords is always holding back in every 
effort for reform or progress. 
Irrcsponsibles 


who have the best of it with things as they are 
ran be depended upon to oppose changes of 
even- sort. But the house of lords is losing its 
power. Already its original authority to defeat 
measures parised by the commons has been lost. 
Measures that have thrice passed the house be- 
come law whether the lords like it or not. Grad- 
ually the ordinary folks of Great Britain are 
trimming away the prerogatives of the lords. 
Eventually the house of lords will exist, if at all, 
as a sort of ornamental appendage to the gov- 
ernment such as the king and his court are now. 
The lords do not welcome the prospect, but like 
all reactionaries they «in only see what is be- 
hind, not what is in front. 
If they had eyes 


turned ahead they would have welcomed the 
aristocratic lady who sought a seat among them, 
instead of turning her a cold shoulder. By re- 
fusing her application for a seat they hasten 
their downfall, incurring the hostility of the wo- 
men of Britain. 
In the long run the voters of 


Britain have their way.

Why do the competent crit- 
ics noi award the prizes to the first-named? The 
answer is the condition attached to the prize: 
"For the American novel published during the 
year which shall best present the wholesome at- 
mosphere of American life and the highest 
standard of American manners and manhood"; 
"For the best American biography teaching 
patriotic and unselfish service to the people, 
illustrated by an eminent example." Scott Fitz- 
Serald and John Dos Passes write books that are 
widely read, but kept away from the children.

removed from sources of production, 
may be urged as a result of studies 
now being made under the direction 
of Secretary of Commerce Hoover. 


These investigations are in 
the 


hands of F. R. Wadleigh, mining en- 
gineer and fuel expert, whom Hoov- j 
er has placed at the head of the de-1 
partment's coal division. 
| 


"Not until a safe and practical 


method of coal storage is establish- 
ed, will the economic factors 
in- 


Tolved be taken up," says Wadleigh. 


"A questionnaire has been sent to 


some 200 of the largest users 
ot 


coal, who burn probably 75 per cent, 
of the industrial coal consumed in 
this country. 
Their individual ex- 


periments jn storing coal and the 
economy and efficiency of the meth- 
ods followed will furnish a starting 
point for our work."

fuel value in storage as the danger 
of spontaneous combustion iti large 
masses of coal piled above ground. ,

With an econo- 
mical and safe method established, 
they might be induced to multiply 
the amoun'; of their storage stocks. 


Secretary Hoover

be stimulated if a differential

It is unlikely any

Question—How do you get helgra- 


mite for bait, and are they good bait 
for bass? K. M. D. Answer—The hel- 
gramite is a fine bait for bass. You 
will find them 
under 
stones in 
streams. 
Hold a minnow net below 


the stone, turn the stone over, and 
the current will wash the helgramite 
into the net. 
They double up into a 


ball, aid the current carries 
them 


downstream whe'n dislodged from the 
under side of stones. To hook them 
start the hook under the hard shell 
near the head and out the other end. 


Question—Will you kindly give a 


formula for preserving minnows?—-V. 
J. D. Answer—For preserving min- 
nows make a solution pf a.half fluid 
ounce of formaldehyde to .a pint, of 
water.
